Just a Saw and Things. 


At. first glance the natural conclusion 


would be that Mr. Saviers'is the pos- 
sessor of an elaborate line ol cabinet- 
making tools, with a power plant at his 
command, and that he has a wonderful 
workshop in which he fa,shions the many 
creations he has found time to work out. 


As a matter of fact, all this work is 


done, in the haymow of his barn, his only 
power is that which he supplies with his 
hands and feet and his most elaborate 
piece of machinery is a sort of a com- 
bination of jig n,nd scroll saw that is 
built upon lines that suggested them- 
selves to him. His outfit, including the. 
saw in question, is shown iu one of the i 
accompanying photographs. 


He has a. lot of chisles, hammers, 


handsaws ami things that are known by 
name only to the initiated, hut all of his 
work is done by hand or foot and with 
what most cabinetmakers would consider 
a. limited number and variety of tools. 


All of the work is of a high degree of 


finish that suggests woodworking ma-, 
cbinery on an elaborate scale, and it Is 
hard for people not acquainted with his 
workshop to believe that he is not at the 
head of a regular establishment. 


Never Learned a. Trade. 


People, who have given their time to 


the study of heredity might find some in- 
teresting matter for thought in this 
particular case. 
Like most boys, Mr. 


Saviers grew up without any ultimate 
object in view other than to be the first 
boy in swimming every 
spring, catch 


the biggest fish, barely beat the last bell 
when school took up and be the first out 
of the building when it closed. 


He never learned a trade of any kind, 


but Ills grandfather was a cabinetmaker 
and a fine one and it is possible that this 
gift skipped a generation and found an 
abiding place somewhere in his makeup. 
He has two sons of his own and neither 
of them has ever taken up this sort of 
work.

was little call for the stock. Ho dug it 
out and it was purchased and there was 
enough of it on hand to mako many of 
the things that have since come out of 
the little workshop.

Care in Selection. 


The utmost care must be taken in the 
leetion of the wood, as it lias to bo, 


thoroughly seasoned to insure that it will 
not warp or shrink, and this is another 
of the many little details that 
are 


watched most carefully. 


Part of Mr. Saviers' bookcases are,

PREVENTION OF MINE FIRES 


Two Clever Devices That It IB Hoped 


Would Keep the 
Flame* 


From Spreading. 


Doors that will slam 
themselves 


shut when Ore comes along, and throw 
pans of water over the 
oncoming 


flames, are the latest devices for stop- 
ping tho terrible dust explosion firos 
In coal mines. The real marvel of 
the doors is that they do not wait 
until tho fire gets to them, but prompt- 
ly go into action •while there Is atill 
time to shut off the flames. 


The doors, placed at Intervals along 


tho mine passages,, are . ordinarily 
kept swung back against the walls: 
and on them uro balanced several 
pans fllled with water. A dust explo- 
sion In a coal mine rushes rapidly 
through all tho open passages, but 
the flames are preceded by a sudden 
draft or air pressure. This draft will 
shut the doors in tlmo to head off tho 
flames: nnd. 
as tho doors slam, tho 


wator from tho pans Is thrown In the 
direction from which the fire Is com- 
ing. 


The same principle of utilizing the 


procursive air wave is the basis of 
most of the systems now rapidly be- 
ing applied in coal mines to chock 
tho dust explosions. 


One method that has had much at- 


tention of Into to keep all the pas- 
sages well sprinkled with stone dust, 
y/lth piles of it stored on shelves 
along tho passageways. When tho air 
•wave comes ahead of the flro this 
stono dust Is stirred up Into the air 
and acts something Hko a blanket in 
smothering the coal dust flames.—

CROPS IN NORTHERN SYRIA 


Cotton Product Runs to 40,000 Bales 


This Year—Plstichlo Nuts Will 


Be Few. 


The estimated cotton crop ot the 


province at Aleppo, Syria, la consid- 
ered to t>» very large this year—40,- 
000 bales against only 10,000 bales In 
191?, of which 2,100 bales were ship- 
ped to Constantinople, and 7,600 to 
Europe.

The seasarao seed output Is estimat- 


ed at 1,100 tons ot 2,000 pounds each, 
against one-third of that amount for 
1912. 


The olive trees are overloaded, and 


with, favorable weather an abundant 
crop is expected. 


The pistachio nut crop Is practical- 


ly a failure this year, the production 
of the entire province promising only 
about 350 tons, as compared with 2,- 
100 tons in 1912. The prices for pla- 
tachroB in Aleppo occasionally depend 
on the Persian crop, which is pre- 
ferred because the -kernel is darker 
green than that of the pistachio of 
Aleppo or Aintab. In 1912 local prices 
were about nine Aleppo market- pias- 
ters per oke, or 11.07 cents per pound, 
out because of the short crop this 
year the price has advanced to 17 
piasters the oke, or 21.07 cents per 
pound (the local piaster at $0.035 and 
the ok« at 2.$ pounds) and is still ri«- 
Ing. The greater portion of the ex- 
portation sees to Germany and Aus- 
tria for confectionery purposes, but 
the United States taken an Important 
quantity and increases the amount an- 
nually.
